But, in the meamrwhile, 
a party of 200 Portuguese, who were left to 
guard the trenches, had been surprised and 
cut off by a sortie from the gaerison. « 

The French force in garrison at Pampeluwa 
amotnted, we are told, to only twelve hun. 
dre men ; and tke piace was not supplied with 
provisions for more than one month longer. 

In consequence of the occupation of St. 
Aadero and the reduction of the passage by 
the allies, those sea.ports now coustituted the 
principal maritime points of appui to our mi- 
litary operations in Biscay, atfording shelter 
to, out (ransports, and safe places of landing 
and deposit for our troops, artillery and 
stores. — Through these channels, the ministry 
continued diligeutly to supply Lord Wellinz- 
tou with reinforcements of every sort. An 
additional body of 4000 British troops is said 
have joined him shortly after the battle of 
Vittoria; recruits were continually passing to 
his army ; aad we observe, that the 85th and 
ether regiments were ander orders of embark- 
ätion foe the Peuiasula, about the eud of 
July.

native Spaniards, feels more respect than :L 
do towards that August Congress, nor wilt 
any one exceed my punctuality in obeying its 
wise commands: but the subject in question 
telongs to the church, and is of a very highly 
“Important nature, as ove in which religion is 
concerned, and from which it may suffer irre. 
parable injury. - A Tribunal is going to be 
suppressed or abolished, which was established 
by the Holy Father in the exercise of his pri. 
macy and supreme authority over the church; 
“for objects purely spiritual, as the preserva. 
tion of the Catholic Faith, and the extirpa. 
tion of heresies; thereby leaving without ef.

FROZEN MARKET AT ST, PE- 

TERSBURGH. _ 

To strangers, unaccustomed to the varie 
ous changes produced in men and things 
by the influence of intense frost, nothng 
appears more wonderful or more worthy 
than that part of the city dedicated to the 
sale of frozen provisions. Your üstonished 
sight is there arrested by a vast open 
square, containing the bodies of many 
thousand animals, piled in pyramidical 
heaps on all sides—cows, sheep, hogs, 
fowls, butter, eggs, fish, all stifened into 
granite, 

The Ásh are aftractively beautiful, pose 
sessing the vividuess of their living colour, 
with the transparent clearness of wax imie 
tations. ‘the beasts present a far less please 
ing spectacle—most of the larger sort being 
skinned, amd classed accorting to their 
species; groupes of many hundreds are 
seen piled upon their hind legs against one 
another, as if each were making an effort to 
climb over the back of its neighbour. ‘The 
motionless, yet apparent animation of their 
seemingly struggling attitudes (as ifsudden- 
Iy seized in moving, and petrified by frost), 
gives a horrid life so this dead scene. ‘Had 
an enchanter’s wand been iustantaneausly 
waved over this sea of animals during their 
different actions, tbey could not have been 
fixed more decidedly. Their harducss, 
too, ís sa extreme, that the natives chop 
them up for the purchasers like wood, aud 
the chips of their carcascs fly off in the 
same way as splinters do trom masses of 
timber and coal. 

The provisions collected here are the 
product of countries many thousand versts 
distant; Siberia, Archangel, and still re« 
moter provinces, furnish the merchandize, 
which, during the trost’s scverity, is con- 
veyed bither on sledges. In consequence 
ot the multitudes of these commodities, 
and the short period allowed to the exis- 
tence of the maket, they are cheaper than 
at any other peried of the year, and are 
therefore, bought in large quantities to be 
laid up as winter stock, W hen deposited in 
cellars they keep for a length of time. 

Át certain hours every day the market 
while it lasts, is a fashionable lounge. 
There yon meet all the beauty and gaiety 
of St, Petersbuesh, even from the Imperial 
family down to the Russian merchant’s 
wife, Incredible crowds of sledges, car- 
riages, and pedestrians, (hroug the place: 
the different groupesof spectators pur- 
chasers, venders, and commodities, form 
such an extraordinary spectacle as no other 
city is known to equal. 

During (his mart ef congealed merchan- 
dize affecting scenes ofter occur. The 
provisions are exported from the most re« 
mote provinces of (his vast empire, conse- 
quently the infinitude of sledges necessary 
for their conveyance are accompanied by 
boots. It is uot aften the case, that for 
wore than one season the same person {ra- 
vels with them, and this change of conduc- 
tors is produced by matives more honoure 
able and more powerful than interest itself.
